5. I regret that we can't get closer to UTILITY'S 

family. He is very close to his children and if we had*' 
friendly relations with some of them I think they would 
serve as a pro-American influence in the family. As things 
stand now, I suspect that the family atmosphere is a fairly 
anti-Amerioan one, primarily as a result of the /.C. ^ case. 

I noted that both UTILITY'S daughter and daughter-in-law 
were quite standoffish when I first got to know them, but 
warmed up quickly after I talked to them a while. They 

are both international in their outlook and I believe 
would be quite friendly to Americans if they knew us better. 

6. During dinner UTILITY'S aide, 6EICHEM)0RF, whispered 
a message in UTILITY'6 ear arid UTILITY left the room for a 
short time.
